5.  Page 31, line 19: after “(7),” insert “if the elector resides in a city or village,

or a town having a population of 8,000 or more,”.
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6.  Page 33, line 6: after “office,” insert “and the elector resides in a city or

village, or a town having a population of 8,000 or more,”.

7.  Page 36, line 13: after “presented” insert “any”.

8.  Page 38, line 21: after “3.,” insert “the applicant resides in a town having

a population of less than 8,000,”.

9.  Page 39, line 13: delete “or is” and substitute “, the elector resides in a town

having a population of less than 8,000, or the elector is”.

10.  Page 42, line 9: after “overseas elector” insert “, the elector resides in a

town having a population of less than 8,000,”.

11.  Page 54, line 17: after “(b),” insert “an elector who resides in a town having

a population of less than 8,000,”.
